- In 1909 the Marconi company trans- 
mitted between ship and shore mes- 
sages aggregating 519,000 words. The 
transatlantic business ranges from 
50,000 to 75,000 words a week. The 
British postofiice department reported | 
that in the three months ending Oct. 
1, 1910, twice as many wireless mes- 
sages were sent and received as ih 
any other corresponding period. As 
\the first step toward establishing a 
ting of wireless stations completely 
encircling the. United Kingdom the 
government bas purchased the stations 
already in operation. The New Zea- 
land government -recently asked for 
bids for erecting five wireless stations, 
while fifteen. new wireless stations 
now beigg constructed along the Ama.

“Bleed them til! they 
are white” was the injunction which 
Broussais, the head physician of the 
French, gave to his followers when 
the condition of the soldiers was re- 
ported to tim,

had been “bled to the white.”

of quinine were known, but few phy- 
sicians ventured to etmploy it. One, 
Maillot, bad interested himself in the 
hew remedy and, going to Bone in the 
medical service of the government, be 
resolved to see if it would not reduce 
the frightful mortality, which was one 
to every three and one-half men who 
entered the hospital. 


At trst be employed the quinine 


merely as an adjunct to the bleeding. 
He svon found that bleeding was kill- 
ing the med and that quinine was sav- 
ing them. Little by little he teft off 
bleeding, to the great scandal of sz 
medical profession. 


Exactly tn proportion as the bleeding 


ceased the deaths in the bospitai de- 
creased. If .two.years the deaths fell 
off from one in three and a half of all 
who entered the bospital to one in 
twenty and finally to one in forty-six. 

Maillot, quite naturally enough, be 
came an earnest opponent of bieeding. 
but he was so actively resisted and so 
ceaselessly vilified that he became etn. 
bittered toward bis colleagues. 

Nearly thirty. years passed before 
Maillot saw the complete triumph of 
hia ideas. Doctors continued to biewd 
their patients heartily for all manner 
of tls. But in 1860 Maillot was made 
comoiander of the Legion of Honor and 
chief of the medical staff of the French 
army, and his influence, with others, 
In bringing about a virtual revolution 
in the practice of medicine was fully 
recognized.—Harper’s Weekly. ;

POISONS THEIR HOBBY. 


Surieus Race '.. ti. “*alay Forests 
ts Expert In Death. , 
Away tay Po deep forests in the’, 
heart of thé Malay Peninsula there 
dwells a singular people, whose cur- 
only partielly under- 
‘wy tiitéreating= that’ jre spent fitteen 
abits and

spending most of their time in gath- 
ering poisons from plants, which they 
prepare aceording to secrete known 
otly to themselves, for protection 
against their enemies and for bringing 


‘| down their quarry in the chase. 


But what proves most attractive to 
the ‘natives is the great variety of 

isonous plants. They-~speak about 
he different poisons as familiarly and 
as often as we speak about the weath- 
er, and the discovery of a new kind 
or combination is hailed as an eyent 
of the greatest importance, 

The reason for this is because the 
poison is used in killing game and 
catching fish, and for the preservation 
of their independence, the various 
concoctions being mixed according to 
the resisting power of-the object for 
which they are intended. 

Thus, for instance, the hunter would 


on a small animal he considered un- 
worthy of such an honorable distine- 
tion, Besides, he must study to bring 
down such game as he afterward uses 
for food with poisons. which will in 
no way affect ‘him. 

Growing among the tank grasses and 
on the trunks of the trees, and ming: 
ling with creeping flowers, are so 
many posionous plants that the tra- 
yeler must be constantly on the look- 
out:to avoid them. Some are so dead- 
ly that even the odor arising from 
them is overpowering. causing serious 
illness; others cause skin diseases and 

ainful swellings of the body if their 
leaves chance to touch ever so lightly 
the hands or other exposed: parts. 

In spite of his extraordinary pas- 
sion for concocting poisons, the Sacai 
is a-thorough gentleman in the chase 
and 9 worthy foeman to meet. He is 4 
big-hearted fellow; having pone of the 
barbarous methods of other inhabi- 
‘tants of the Malay Peninsula, whose 
greatest pleasure is to torture a fallen 
foe. When he poisons an arrow his 
object is to cause death as quickly 
and as painlessly as possible. 

He seems to be particularly happy 
ir his domestic affairs. Husband and 
wife live happily together, and quar- 
reling or ill-treatment is practically 
unknown among them. In the event 
of a mother-in-law upsetting the peace 
of the home by interfering with, its 
arrangements, the young: couple adopt 
the wise plan of pulling down their 
hut and building a new one at a re- 
spectable distance from the cause of 
disturbance.—Chambers’ Journal.
